and industrial supei-visors for the 
coming school year." The county 
boards bear the main expense, giving 
nearly double the state's appropria- 
tion to the 14 county training schools 
alone. TTie Slater and the Vocational 
Endown^ent Funds each contributed 
$7,000 to the same schools. 

The state board also employs col- 
ored state supervisors and illiteracy 1 
workers. Five six-week summer 
schools for teachers hoi"e held this] 
year with a total attendarice of over i 
800. The general education boiird \ 
supplemented these efforts by send- ; 
ing 85 teachers to the Tuskegee sum- 
mer school and 25 industrial teachei-s. 
Four- week schools were^ held by the 
co-operation of state ' and county 
boards. 

The Home Makers' Club, aided by 
the general education board in co- 



operation with the authoii'itios, arc 
also building up negro character and 
homes. Fifteen thousand women and 
girls have been enrolled in the past 
year, and 29.000 school children in 28 
counties. Figures show little of. the 
work done, but 421,000 quarts of 
fruits and vegetables canned — an es- 
timated saving of $64,000 worth of 
food — r.peak eloquently of rising 
standards of thrift and comfort. The 
negroes and the local white friends 
gave .543.000 for rchool improvement; 
35 schools have qualified for help 
from the Roosevelt fimd and 34 have 
lengthened their terms by two 
months. 

In the training schools and in other 
'of the larger type efforts are un<^r 
way to build up ambition by acquaint- 
ing the dtuldren with the achivements 
of the foremost members of their 
race.
